" Small colleges in the United
States save the taxpayer over
$50,000,000 annually, said Dr,
John Martin, pyesident of Up-
land College, California, at the
annual Faculty Workshop at
Marymount College in Palos
Verdes Estates.

“If all students attending
our colleges and universities
were supported by public
funds, the cost would be five
times to the taxpayer as it is
now,” he adds.

Small colleges are too mod-
est about the quality of edu-
cation they provide, believes
Dr. Martin. As opposed to
‘assembly line methods’
large universities, he is con-
vinced that small colleges are
small enough to know each
individual student, but large
enough to serve all his needs.
